Community Staff. You asked me to send you on an "eyes only 
basis my views. Here they are. 

We agree on the need for a strong mechanism to assist 
the Director of CentraK Intelligence to get the most out of 
the resources allocated to the Intelligence Community and to 
assure that all expenditures make a meaningful contribution 
to the overall foreign intelligence mission.. The mechanism 

for this endeavo r i s -the -intell tgence- Com munity-Staff,. -which 

is headed up by I 1 on f my two ^ 

principal deputies, with Mr. E. H. Knoche, the Deputy Director 
of Central Intelligence, being the other. 

Two other senior officers are the General Counsel and 
theTegislati ve Counsel , T)oth of Whom report to me directly 
and assist and advise me and all other echelons of the 
Intelligence Community Staff and CIA on all aspects of my 
duties, functions, responsibilities, and authorities.. They 
provide general legal advice and support for my dealings with 
the Congress. They meet with me and my principal deputies 
and assistants on a regular basis to address problems of 
mutual concern, whether they involve the Agency or the 
Intelligence Community. It would be highly unworkable and 
inefficient, if not in fact impossible, for me to have to 
look to one legal staff and one legislative staff as to 
certain functions and duties and ±o another as to, other 
areas. The Legislative Counsel has been working continuously 
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with the Senate Appropriations Committee on both Community 
and Agency matters and it would place all of us at a con- 
siderable disadvantage if he were not able to likewise 
represent me with your Committee. In a similar fashion, my 
General Counsel's legal advice and assistance must range 
across Agency and Community.matters if it is tc have the 
breadth, continuity, and consistency which are needed, 
particularly so because certain statutes and Executive 
Orders which confer authority on the Director of Central 
Intelligence do not limit that authority to either a Community 
or. art Agency area. It would ba my intention to continue to 
utilize these. two staffs in this manner. As l have mentioned, 
this perhaps is the only practicable course and in any event 
would eliminate the need to establish dual staffing in the 
Intelligence Community and the Agency. 

The second and final matter of concern is the need for 
expeditious action on the supplemental funds needed if the 
Intelligence Community Staff is to meet all the responsibilities 
currently env isioned for the remainder of FY 1977 The 
[ appropriated for FY 1977 to support | 
was based upon a budget submission prepared and submitted 
prior. to the issuance of Executive Order 11905, which set down 
certain aspects of the charter for the Intelligence Community 
Staff.. The congressional guidance- we have received indicates 
a willingness to. provide additional funds upon the presentation 
of adequate justification. The justification for a supplemental 
I ' I for FY 1977 will be transmitted to the Congress on 

17 January 1977 along with the FY 1978 budget requests. Unless 
early action is taken on this supplemental request, the Intelli- 
gence Community Sta^f will be forced to reduce personnel £>y 
the end of February 1977. 


In conclusion, let' me say how much I appreciate your 
support for a strong national foreign intelligence program;, 
and how much I appreciate all you have done to make my job as 
DCI work smoothly. I value our friendship enormously.
